The prisoner shouted: It's a lie. 
pointed the pistol at any one there. 

Ah, see, gentlemen, how well he remem- 
bers now what took place then. The law says 
no in sane man can do that. If I live under an 
insane delusion whatever takes place is never 
known, gentlemen of the jury.” And, turning 
to the counsel for the defense, Mr. Trude 
said: “Show me an authority and I will 
read it to the jury, wherever a man commit- 
ted an act of murder. 

Prendergast again interrupted with a snarl, 
as he said, Prove malice if you can.” 

Under the influence of his delusion show 
me an authority where any man was ever 
able to tell a word that he said or a thing that 
he did, and I will read it to the jury.“ 
Since the opening of this famous murder 
case there have not been enacted such scenes 
as marked yesterday’s proceedings. Prender- 
gast had given up hie habit of interrupting 
counsel and witnesses and for a week had sat 
without a murmur of objection. This, how- 
ever, was too much for him, and he broke in 
with the interruptions which, it was evident, 
impressed the prisoner’s lawyers as being to 
his decided disadvantage. The court room 
was crowded in the morning, and in the after- 
noon every seat was filled half an hour before 
court opened, and when the jurors were 
brought in the aisles were crowded so they 
could hardly make their way in. 

Points at Grandfather’s Insanity. 


When court convened in the morning At- 
torney Wade, the principal counsel for the de- 
fense, gave the closing argument in behalf of 
the prisoner. He only spoke an hour, but he 
made every minute count, telling in an im- 
passioned way the various evidence presented 
tending to prove the insanity of Prendergast. 
He took up the testimony of the various wit- 
nesses, paying particular attention to that 
which went to prove that Prendergust's grand- 
father had been insane and had been fer some 
time confined in an asylum in Ireland. Then 
taking up the history of the prisoner’s life, 
Mr. Wade said: 

The professors at the school he attended say 
he was an odd child, and associated with no one 
and played with no one at the school, and had 
the appearance of being sick; that he was an 
oddity and an odd specimen. Was he feigning 
then at that time forthe purpose of committing 
this murder of Carter Harrison and setting up 
the defense of insanity? Gentlemen, the question 
of feigning in this case seems to me to be pre- 
posterous, and most absurd. In his early youth 
he began to write letters to the Catholic clergy- 
men, andthe old gentleman that received his 
letters five years ago said that no man who would 
write such a letter as that could be a 
sane man. Afterward he called on the priest, 
who was impressed that Prendergast was so 
much out of the way that he asked for his brother 
teacher to come in and look at him, and they 
have told you that from the conversation they 
had with him, and from his restless movements, 
and from the way he walked around his chair, 
and could not keep still, and shifted from one posi- 
tion to another, and his incoherent talk, his ac- 
tions, his manner, his face and whole makeup-— 
these led them to believe he was insane. Is there 
anything strange in the fact that this boy obeys 
his keepers? Is there a lunatic asylum on 
earth in which the inmates do not obey their 
keepers? He is under control—he knows enough 
to obey. He has got sense enough to know if he 
does not obey he will be made to obey. Is that 
evidence of insanity, or is that a reason why you 
should hang him? 

Likens Mr. Trude to Napoleon. 

Following this Mr. Wade read law bearing 
on insanity as a defense for crimes com- 
mitted and then passed to the absurdity of 
the claim made by Prendergast to have been 
fitted for the position of Corporation Counsel, 
a fact which in itself he thought most con- 
vincing progf of the unsoundness of the pris- 
oner’s mind. He paid his respects to Mr. 
Trude, saying. Mr. Trude reminds me more 
of Napoleon than any man lever knew. He 
studies how to dazzle and dupe the witnesses 
and he overawes and sometimes makes the 
wicked his tools.“ In closing he said: 

In this year Chicago has done so much for her- 
self, and the eyes of the nations are upon this 
trial, and in this year with its glorious record at 
the dying out of 1893 will it add one particle to 
the glory of Chicago that the people took an in- 
sane newsboy off the street and executed him? 
You are the judges in this case. What you do 
will be satisfactory. Do not shift the burden 
upon somebody else, but assume the burden your- 
self. Thisisnot a question of capital punish- 
ment in my opinion. That has long since passed 
out of this case. There is no enlightened juror 
that will look this public in the face and will 
say that after nine reputable physicians have 
examined this man from top to toe and have 
told them that they believed him insane and that 
they didn’t believe him accountable, and when 
twenty-nine more responsible people took the 
stand and they told you he was insane you can- 
not say to me that you have no doubt, can you? 

Mr. Trude’s Argument. 

Mr. Trude began his argument at 11:10 
o’clock, immediately after Mr. Wade had 
finished. He began by denying statements 
made by the opposing counsel that he was not 
there to represent the State but the individual 
vergeance and ill-feeling of the Harrison 
family. He reviewed certain of the testimony 
and then passed to the result which might 
follow a commitment to an insane asylum. 
He said: 

If this man is insane then it would be an out- 
rage to visit upon him your hostile judgment. 
If, however, he is sane, it would be public 
calamity to find him not guilty. Friend Wade 
says that he may be kept in an insane asylum. 
O. no. My masquerading friend knows full well 
that if he were sent to an insane asylum he 
would not long remain there. Supposing he now 
were on trial as being insane with a view of 
letting the law take custody of him, could we 
find any elements of insanity in him today? 
The man has expressed law in terms more clear 
than the terms employed by his lawyers. His rea- 
soning is clean cut and concisive; he takes 
premise and draws deductions therefrom with 
accuracy. Would men like Davis, Dewey, or any 
ofthe gentlemen that have been called in this 
case, save one or two, take the position that he 
today isinsane? If his interests and his inclina- 
tion were coupled witha desire to be free per- 
haps some of these very witnesses, Brower, for 
instance, would change with that chameleon-like 
facility that has ever marked his career and tes- 
tify to his complete sanity. But, be that as it 
may, take him without medical testimony. could 
you find him insane¢ Those who come in 
contact with him in the jail say he is 
sane today. He reads the papers, and particular- 
ly those that relate to himself, with that self- 
glorification and notoriety that have marked his 
every act. Wade knows that under the law, if 
he were found insane, if he worp there three days 
he would have the right to select any Judge he 
chose and. petition to that Judge on habeas 
corpus for his discharge; and once again upon 
the highways Prendergast would be free. 

His Motive Toward the Mayor. 

I called your attention to some of the material 
contained in the letters as evidencing the feeling 
of malice, hatred. and ill-will against Mr. Har- 
rison. In those letters, as well as in two other 
letters, he refers to the fact that there was a con- 
tlict or disturbance of some kind between him- 
self and the Mayor. As to what that is you don't 
know and probably never will learn. I called 
your attention further to the fact that there was 
a difference between his conduct from the 
time he saw the attorneys and his conduct prior 
to the visitation to him by the counsel. In none 
of these letters will yon see the marks except in 
one letter. These crosses appear upon the let- 
ters but in one instance, and save the one letter 
to the Archbishop the cross is absent from them. 
There is one letter which I banded you which is 
plain, business-like, and incisive in its language. 
There is nothing in that communication indica- 
tive at all of insanity, religious enthusiasm, or 
religious belief whatever. 

The kind of religion that this man professes in 
the light of this testimony is that kind of re- 
ligion that we read of in some of our criminal ro- 
ports, that when a man strikes his victim down 
in the highway and is endeavoring to wrest from 
the silent victim of his violence the property 
that he may have upon his person he hears off 
and beyond him the vospers, and 
upon bended knees he crosses himself 
and when the bells are silent he resumes his mis-

The annual Christmas performance of The

COLUMBIAN STAMPS TO LAST A MONTH. 


The Stickers Will Not Be Withdrawn Un- 
til the Supply Is Exhausted. 

The report that the Columbian stamps are 
to be withdrawn from the Postoffice Jan. 1 is 
without foundation, except-in the fact that the 
Postoffice Department will print no more of 
this series after that date. But it will unload 
the stock on hand, and this will probably take 
another month. In fact, nothing but Colum- 
bian twos can be had at the Chicago Postof- 
fice for some time after today, ag 
the stock of old red stamps was nearly ex- 
hausted last night, and their place will be 
filled by the Columbian twos on hand. A 
requisition has been made for a new stock of. 
both kinds and when this is filled it probably 
will be the last of the new twos to be received 


at the Chicago office. 


The issue of the Columbian stamps amount- 
ed to 2,000,000,000. The closing order for 
166,000,000 was sent to the printer yester- 
day by Postmaster-General Bissell. This 
number and the stock already on hard will be 
exhausted before the stamps are withdrawn. 
So it looks as if the stamps will be on sale in 
Chicago a month or more, 

Since the Columbian stamps were placed. 
on sale just a year ago the Chicago Postoffice 
has used about one-fifteenth of the entire is- 
sue, or, in approximate figures, about 
$2,150,000, or more. The sales of the va- 
rious denominations have been as follows: 

One-cent, 40,000,000; two, 65,000,000; three, 
1,000,000; four, 1,000,000; five, 2,000,000; six, 


120,000; thirty, 00; 
4,000; two, 1,000; three, 
five, 1,000. 

Have the sales of Columbian stamps been 
as large since the close of the Fair as they 
were during that period?“ was asked Assist- 
ant Postmaster Hubbard. 

No, I think not. The interest in them 
died out to a certain extent. The novelty 
wore out. But, of course, you cannot at- 
tribute the decrease entirely to these facts. 
During the Fair the Postoftice did an enor- 
mous business, and the Columbian . stamps 
were more largely used than any others. 
Then came the financial depression, which 
naturally the Postoffice felt as much as any 
other line of business. When the sale of the 
new stamps was at its height it was the biggest 
rush ever known in the stamp department of 
any postoffice in this country. Orders came 
in from every known quarter of the globe.“

Quincy, III., Dec. 88. [Special. The German 
Insurance company today transferred its entire 
business to the Manchester Fire Insurance com- 
pany of London, England, and will cease to ex- 
ist. Business has been poor with the German for 
the last year or two, and the directors found it 
more profitable to sell out than to continue. Its 
risks aggregate $10,000,000, and are scattered 
over eight States. It received $150,000 in 
premiums this year. It was organized in 1858. 
— 4 is the oldest insurance corporation in IIIi- 
no 


Disastrous Year for Fire Companies. 

“The year just closing promises to be the most 
disastrous to the fire insurance companies since 
Chicago and Bostof: fires,” says the Commercial 
Bulletin. While few fires worthy of the term 
‘conflagration’ have occurred, there has been a 
succession of costly blazes throughout 1898 as 
well as innumerable small fires. It is probable 
that the number of insurance companies which 
have gone to the wall is leas than in 1892 or 
1891. This is, perhaps, because a few weak con- 
cerns were left to continue the struggle in 1893, 
and hence the fire insurance death rate is not so 
severe. The two fire insurance failures of the 
year—the State Investment of San Francisco and 
People’s of New Hampshire—were clearly 
chargeable to the gross mismanagement of their 
financial affairs. 


The hardships of 1898 will soon exhibit their 


effects in the annual statements, which will ap- 
pear during January. They will show losses in 
surplus of deplorably large amounts, and some 
fire underwriting institutions which have shown 
gains or have at least emerged about even in pre- 
vious bad years must confese to a deficit for the 
current year. Although rates have been raised in 
many sections in the country the fire losses have 
pms aor eae outof pro to natural 
growt The advances of rates do not 
have an immediate good effect upon the 
statements because of the stringent laws regard- 
ing reserves. Strange as it may seem to the ar- 
erage outsider, it is a fact that there are a num- 
ber of companies whose capitals would soon be- 
come impaired if they renewed each expiring 
risk at a double rate. The realization of benefits 
from higher premiums is greatly retarded by this 
reserve feature, in conjunction with the fact that 
the risks on the books, which must be carried to 
expiration, are—many of them—at too low ratés, 
and hence the outgo on their account from 
losses. etc., is in excess of the sum of which the 
reserve fund is relieved by their maturing.” 


Commission Question Still Open, 


All sorts of rumors are current regarding dis- 
affection in the ranks of the union managers. 
Some of them, itis said, have delayed sending 
out notices of reduction in premiums and others 
refuse to actin the matter. One manager of a 
Hartford company is quoted as saying that he 
would resign his position before he would send 
out the notice. He does not believe the local 
agents can do business at the reduced rates and 
would rather lose his general than his local 
agency business.

St. Nicholas Bank Queer“ Shortage. 


_It was announced today that the examina- 
tion of the St. Nicholas Bank was finished 
and that tomorrow ex-Mayor Hugh J. Grant, 
who has been appointed its receiver, will take 
full charge. With this announcement came 
the statement and the bank’s capital is im- 
paired more than 50 per cent, or in round 
figures about $270,000. This estimate is 
based upon the values of certain securities 
prevailing in the market today and upon the 
best obtainable valuation for some com- 
mercial paper and other properties held in 
the bank’s vaulte. The deficiency of 
$270,000, as estimated by the bank exaininer, 
is inclusive of the Madison Square Bank ac- 
count, but exclusive of receivership, expenses, 
etc. The examiners have footed the amount 
of call loans held, bills discounted, amounts 
due other banks, and examined fully into the 
character of securities held. These details 
Supt. Preston declined to give out today. To- 
morrow morning he will turn over everything 
in hand to Receiver Grant and then he will be 
through with his work. Already $700,000 in 
cash has been turned over to the receiver and 
in the transfer tomorrow $100,000 more in 
cash will be handed to Mr. Grant along with 
the other property. It is predicted the de- 
positors may be eventually paid in 
full. The Bank Examiner, in his re- 
port, does not attempt to clear up 
the mstery about Receiving Teller Hill's 
$42,000 defaication. On Dec. 11, when 
Supt. Preston began his examination, he 
found an excess of $70 to the cash account. 
The books were found to beall right. Dec. 
21, the day Mr. Preston took charge of the 
bank, his examiner, Mr. Judson, was to count 
the cash. Before Mr. Judson made up his 
totals to strike a balance Teller Hill informed 
him he would find the cash short $42,000, 
and Mr. Judson found Hill's statement to be 
correct. The $42,000 was apparently taken 
out some time between Dec. 11 and Dec, 21, 
and that is all the Superintendent knows 
about it. The bank officials have nothing to 
guy on the subject. 

Election Cases in Court. 


John A. Dumphy, one of Barney Mar- 
tin's inspectors in the Eighth Assembly Dis- 
trict was arrested today. He is charged with 
violation of the election law and lives in the 
notorious Downing street. Joseph E. Hum- 
phrey, a barkeeper, was another Eighth Dis- 
trict man arrested, He is charged with mak- 
ing a false canvass.

‘Twenty-nine men, of 
whom seventeen were prisoners arrested for 
violations of the election law, who did not 
plead yesterday, were before Justice Barrett 
in the Court of Oyer and “Termi- 
ner this morning to perform that function 
and pleaded not guilty. ‘The most interesting 
case was that of Michael F. Lally, the hench- 
man of Justice Divver, who evaded arrest for 
several days. Lally was locked up in the 
Tombs last night, being deserted by Divver 
and the rest of the bosses.“ none of whom 
seemed willing to risk 57.

Mayor Wanser of Jersey City was incensed 
today when he heard the Board of Finance 
had summarily dismissed Corporation Coun- 
sel Edwards and Corporation Attorney 
Wearts.

The ring politi- 
cians who do not like Edwurds have declared 
he was retained because oi this opinion, and 
they are jubilant over his dismissal. 

To Prosecute Madison Square Directors. 


J. Hershfeldt, No. 10 East Eighteenth 
street, created a scene at the meeting of Mad- 
ison Square Bank depositors held in the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel this evening. He said: 

I lost my money and now I want blood. I want 
to put those guilty directors and officials of the 
Madison Square Bank where they belong. The 
evening of the Saturday preceding Aug. 7, when 
the bank failed, two directors, one of whom was 
Uhlman, were in the directors’ room figuring out 
the bank’s condition. Uhlman worked awhile 
and said it looked bad. An hour later he said it 
looked shaky. Before midnight of that Saturday 
he admitted the bank was ruined. Yet the fol- 
lowing Monday and Tuesday this broken bank re- 
ceived deposits. I can prove the truth of these 
statements before the grand jury. I have wit- 
nesses to swear to them. 

The meeting had been in progress some 
time previous to Mr. Hershfeldt’s speech, and 
it was lively from beginning toend. The call 
was issued by Harold Nathan, who acted as 
attorney for depositors, whose names he did 
not disclose. Their idea was to form a coin- 
bination among those who had deposited 
money Aug. 7 and 8 and after the directors 
knew the bank was insolvent, and to bring 
civil suits against the directors to recover that 
money, amounting to $110,000. 

May Indict Bank Officials.

** That's right, Ben; throw up your hands.“ 

Then Martell gave him a push. Scott 
opened the door, and Martell, with Scott and 

vans following six feet behind, walked down 
to the outer door. Evans said to Seott: 

Hold up your hands and we will search 

ou. Martell searched him while Evans 
eld the revolver and Scott asked them to 
wait till he had locked the door. Evans said: 

‘* Yes, all we want is to get out of here. 

Locking the door they walked Scott a block 
anda half towards Mariposa street to the 
alley between O and P streets. Scott said 
Ater: 

As we went along we came across another 
man and Evans told him in a threatening 
manner to come along with us. 


and we had to carry him, as I was afraid

When we got to the alley this man started 
running and left us. Evans told me to walk 
away but nottorun.

After the two men left the alley 
where they parted 8 with Scott they 
met ex-Mayor S. H. Cole, who was 
gomg home. He had a revolver placed to his 
breast and was commanded to walk along 
with them. He did not recognize them, but 
ee pg them to be Evans and his confed- 
erate. 

Farther on two men, supposed to be foot- 
pads at the time. held up City Marshal J. D. 
Morgan and W. M. Wyatt, who were return- 
ing to their homes. Wyatt emptied his k- 
ets. While he was doing this the City r- 
shal grabbed at one of the men, catching him 
by the coat sleeve. The other — 
fired a shot at Morgan, the büllet un- 
der his arm. making an ugly wound. 

The wound is not considered dangerous. 

At Q and Mono streets a boy named Benny 
Cachran was driving home in a cart. He bad 
been delivering evening papers. Two men 
came out from under a tree and commanded 
him toget out of the cart. He did not recognize 
them positively. They commanded him to 
alight, and he got out. Both men got in the 
cart and started off. The boy called his father 
and elder brother, in hope of catching the 
robbers.

Evans’ Faithful Wife. 


The excitement was too much for Mrs. 
Evans. As soon as her husband was free 
from jail bars she fainted, and is now 
in a semi-conscious condition at the 
jail. Mrs. Evans, who has always 
had the sympathy of the citizens, has lost 
many of her friends, One prominent busi- 
ness-man remarked that they both should be 
hanged. The escape bears evidence of very 
careful planning. To say that everything 
worked charmingly is putting it mildly. 

News of the delivery spread like wildfire, 
and in thirty minutes thousands of people 
were on the streets trying to learn the particu- 
lars. Many rumors were current, and each 
had his part of the story. It resolves it- 
self, however. into the simple fact that Chris 
Evans, convicted of murder in the first degree, 
awaiting life sentence in the penitentiary, is 
now a free man roaming the fertile plains of 
San Joaquin Valley, as a result of careful 
3 of his faithful wife to free him, 
while she, half- conscious, is now confined be- 
hind the bars. The outwitted deputies have 
practically left the jail to take care of itself 
while they are organizing posses to go in pur- 
suit of the fleeing bandit. 

Chris Evans, together with John Sontag, 
who was killed recently by officers, were 
implicated in half a dozen train robberies and 
other crimes, culminating in the notorious 
train robbery at Collis. When officers 
attempted to arrest Evans and Sontag for this 
crime, the latter opened fire and made their 
escape to the mountains. Last September, in 
a tight at Stone Corral, Sontag was mortally 
wounded and Evans seriously hurt and cap- 


tured. 

During their career as bandits they killed 
Oscar Beaver at Visalia and Vic Wilson and 
Andrew McGinnis at Young’s Cabin. re- 
sult of the recent trial for the murder of the lat- 
ter two was the conviction of Evans for murder 
in the first degree, the po being placed 
atimprisonment for life. Mrs. Evans and 
her daughter Eva attracted attention in a play 
entitled Evans and Sontag, put on the 
stage for the dual purpose of creating sym- 

thy for the bandits and securing money for 

vans’ defense. 

Santa Ana, Cal., Dec. 28.—Joe Carter and 
Charles A. Rouse, alias Roash, with three 
other prisoners, escaped from the county jail 
by digging through the wall late this after- 
noon.

GIRL TRIES TO POISON HER FAMILY. 


She Dies Herself and Is Thought to Have

strychnine poisoning this morning, and it 
appears the girl meditated poisoning the en- 
tire family.

THE NEW MAYOR’S PROMISES. 

In the address made by him on entering 
upon the duties of his office night before last 
Mayor Hopkins set forth his policy regarding 
three important points. Itis the sincere de- 
sire of all good vitizens, regardless of their 
political preferences, that he will carry out 
his intentions. Should he fail to do so he 
cannot throw the responsibility for that fail- 
ure on others. 

He has promised that the police force shall 
be made non-partisan, like the Fire Depart- 
ment; that appointments, discharges, and 
promotions shall not depend on party service, 
but be for merit or cause only; and that men 
who are incompetent, are drunkards, or who 
being ignorant brutes are a menace to citi- 
zens instead of a protection shall be weeded 
out. It is the wish of Chicagoans that these 
things should be done. It is in the power of 
the Mayor to see that they are done. His 
power over the po!ice force practically is un- 
controlled. If he chooses he can make that 
force non-partisan, and will get full credit for 
his good work. The police department is 
watched pretty closely by the public. It is 
impossible to run it in a partisan manner or 


use it for political purposes without its being 


seen. If Mr. Hopkins does not keep this 
promise the fact cannot be concealed. 

The Mayor says also that no further grants 
of valuable privileges should be made without 
provision for full compensation to the city. 
It is to be expected therefore that he will scan 
closely every ordinance granting privileges 


which is passed by the Council, and will veto 


without fear or favor every one of them 
which does not provide for full compensation 
to the city—not what the beneficiaries of 
those ordinances call “full compensation, 
which is generally 99 per cent less than they 
ought to pay, but actual compensation, so 
that while those beneficiaries are amassing 
fortunes the City Treasury may bein the re- 
ceipt of a decent income. There will be 
many grants of privileges no doubt between 
now and April of 1895. It will be easy to 
see whether the Mayor uses his veto power 
wisely and firmly for the good of the people 
or whether he fails to do so. If he wishes to 
strengthen himself with the people he will do 
the former. 

Mr. Hopkins says also that economy will 
be practiced rigidly. It is essential that it 
should be, owing to the bad state of the city's 
finances. It is in the power of the Mayor to 
see that economy is practiced. The Council 
can appropriate more money than may be 
needed, but the Mayor can save it instead of 

nding it. The Council may provide for 

many employés in any or all the depart- 
ments, but the Mayor cannot be forced to em- 
ploy them. He can cut down the force and 
stop extravagance. He can see, or ought to 
see, that the city does not pay too much for 
the work done for it by employés or con- 
tractors. If a Mayor chooses he can enforce 
economy in every department. If economy 
is not practiced the Mayor is the one at fault. 
Expenses can be cut down greatly. To do so, 
however, will offend political friends and 
awaken the wrath of Democratic ward poli- 
ticlans who worked for Hopkins and who are 
expecting to be rewarded soon at the expense 
of the city. Whether Mayor Hopkins will be 
able to resist the pressure which the “ work- 
ers of his party will bring to bear on him 
remains to be seen. If he runs the city as 
they wish it to be run his pledges of economy 
will be empty promises and nothing more.

THE NEW ELEVATED ROAD. | 

Mayor Hopkins said in his inaugural ad- 
dress: 

Grants hitherto made by the Common Council 
to private cérporations have almost inevitably 
proven of great value to the fortunate recipients. 
No further grants ought to be made that do not 
provide full compensation to the city for valu- 
able privileges given. 

The very night the Mayor was installed the 
Council passed an ordinance granting the 
Northwestern Elevated company the right to 
build a road from somewhere near Congress 
street, between Wabash avenue and Market 
street, northward and northwestward across 
the river to the northern city limits; also to 
build westward to Halsted, near Van Buren, 


and then from that point to build two 


branches, one northwardly and another north- 
westerly, and also to build three other 
branches on the Northand West Sides. It 
will be seen that it is substantially given the 
right to build a loop line in the business dis- 
trict. 

All that the company agrees to pay the city 
for its valuable privileges is a license fee of 
$50 a year for every car in use. The question 
is now: Will Mayor Hopkins think this full 
compensation to the city for valuable privi- 
leges given? It may be today, but it will 
not be a few years hence, and the life of this 
franchise is fifty years. Less than forty years 
ago the franchises of the street railroads of 
this city were of little value. All know what 
they are worth today. If the Northwestern 
Elevated gets its franchise it will get some- 
thing which will be worth millions to it a few 
years hence. Therefore Mayor Hopkins may 
think it his duty to veto an ordinance which 
does not provide full compensation for the 
future. | 

The people are in favor of elevated roads, 
one reason being that the surface roads have 
treated them so badly. The residents of the 
northern and northwestern parts of the city 
will look with favor on the offer of this new 
elevated road to come to their relief. But the 
Mayor, while not unmindful of that fact, has 
to bear in mind other things, also. He must 
look out for the future. He must see that the 
city in its eagerness for rapid transit does not 
sell its birthright for a mess of pottage. He 
should take the ground that full compensa- 
tion in this case means a share of the profits 
of the Northwestern Elevated during the next 
fifty years. That share, small at the com- 
mencement, will be a great sum within twenty 
years. This beggarly license fee of $50 is 
not full compensation. 


CRUELTY TO EXPORT ANIMALS. 

Tus Trieung, which has commended on 
several occasions the bill introduced at the 
special session of Congress by Representative 
Cummings of New York “ providing for an 
international maritime conference for the 
better protection of animals in transit,” is 
gratified to see that that excellent measure is 
to have the earnest support not merely of the 
Illinois Humane Society, which would be for 
it ag a matter of course, but also of the Board 
of Trade of this city. 

The Humane Society has appealed urgently 
to the Senators and Representatives from this 
State, to the Secretary of State, and to the 
House and Senate committees before which 
this bill will come to give it their favorable 
consideration. The Board of Trade has 
adopted resolutions in which, after stating 
that— 


The prevention of crueity to animals is a recog- 
nized duty of civilized governments, and the 
„ the food supply of the world upon the 
markets in a sound and wholesome condition is 
in the interest not only of the consumer but of the 
producer, and of those engaged in its distribu- 
tion, 

It heartily commends Mr. Cummings’ bill 
and calls on the Illinois Congressmen and the 
committees mentioned above to do what they 


oan to secure its passage. The resolution of 
the board also will be laid before the National / not forbidden one. But if a strike, as de- 
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Board of Trade convention soon to be held in 
order to obtain its indorsement by that body. 

This bill of Congressman Cummings is 
entitled to and doubtiess will receive aid from 
the Illinois Senators and Kepresentatives and 
also from those of States farther to the West, 
not merely because it is for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals on the ocean, of which 
there has been so much, but because it is de- 
signed te benefit directly large numbers of 
their constituents who are engaged in a great 
industry, which can be made a still greater 
one. It is for the benefit of the raiser of ani- 
mals which are shipped abroad and of the 
shipper that they should reach the other side 
in the best condition so that they may be dis- 
posed of to advantage. This is so plain that 
those who are engaged in the cattle business 
in the West ought to follow the example set 
them by the Chicago Board of Trade and use 
all their influence with their representatives 
to get this bill through.

STATE OF THE CITY FINANCES. 

The accountant who has been examining 
into the city finances says he judges there 
will be a deficit of about two und three-quarter 
millions at the close of the year. He says 
that it may be more or it may be less, and he 
cannot be satisfied of the correctness of his 
figures because of the senile system of book- 
keeping in use at the City Hall. In the good 
old days it was easy for the Controller or his 
assistant to keep the accounts in his head. 
There is too much doing now to make that a 
safe way of doing business, but no substitute 
for it has been adopted. 

The sum and substance of it is that for a 
good many years the expenses of the city have 
been slightly in excess of the receipts. These 
annual shortages have been allowed to pile up 
until they now amount to a large sum. No 
effort has been made to catch up, but the 
growing indebtedness has been carried over 
from one year to another, until now it has be- 
come too large to be dealt with in that easy- 
going way. 

While the deficit is larger than it should be, 
it does not amount to two and three-quarter 
millions nor to two millions. If there were 
to be paid into the City Treasury today the 
1898 taxes which were levied nine months 
ago, but the collection of which hardly has 
begun, the city could pay off all current 
obligations and have a good round sum on 
hand. But that sum would not be as large as 
it should be, for durmg this year, as during 
previous ones, the city has lived beyond its 
revenues, There is nothing in the financial 
condition of the city to alarm any one as yet, 
but the necessity for economy is evident. 

The biggest single item of the deficit is 
$981,000 due the special assessment fund for 
‘public benefits prior to Jan. 11, 1892. 
** Public benefits means that part of the cost 
of street paving, etc., paid out of the general 
taxes and not out of the funds collected from 
the property benefited. So much paving, etc., 
was done in years prior to 1893 that the 
amount appropriated for public benefits ”’ 
was not as large as it should have been. The 
difference was borrowed from the funds raised 
by special assessments, which assessments 
were always higher than they should have been. 
Therefore this item of nearly a million is 
money which ought to go to property-owners 
as rebates. 

The next largest item is for judgments. It 
foots up $850,000. Some of them have been 
appropriated for, but the money has been 
spent contrary to law for other purposes. The 
holders have not pressed their claims because 
they draw interest. This indebtedness ought 
to be paid at once to stop the interest. Part 
of it is for viaauct damages and is recoverable 
from the ruilroads if the authorities wil! press 
the city’s claims. 

There are two things which will have to be 
done. One of them isto make provision in 
the appropriation bill of March for the pay- 
ment of as much ag possible of this floating 
indebtedness. The rest will have to be carried 
over to the next year. To provide for the 
payment of any of it in 1894 will call for re- 
trenchment and economy to a degree which 
may be unwelcome to the Aldermen and the 
Democratic politicians, but it is essential that 
it be done or matters will be in a worse state 
a year hence. The other thing which ought 
to be done is to modernize the system of book- 
keeping so that there will-be no more difficulty 
about drawing off an accurate balance sheet 
in the Controller’s office than there is ina 
private establishment whose receipts and dis- 
bursements far exceed those of the city.

“ENJOINING A STRIKE. 

The order issued Tuesday by Judge Cald- 
well of the United States Circuit Court ad- 
dressed to the different employés of the 
Northern Pacific railroad is either generally 
misunderstood or there is a singular idea 
among railroad men of what constitutes a 
„strike.“ The order in question is spoken of 
in nearly all the dispatches as one *‘ enjoining 
a strike.“ Grand Master Sargent, head of 
the locomotive firemen’s organization, seems 
to have that impression, and he asks, “ How 
can a court stopa man from quitting work 
or compel him to work!“ 

The court is attempting nothing of the kind. 
The road is in the hands of receivers, and 
hence under the special protection of the 
court. Itis the intention of the receivers to 
make changes in the wage schedule, to take 
effect next week. The pay of a numberof the 
men will be reduced thereby. They have been 
objecting to the decrease, and have not yet 
stated that they will accept. Some of them 
are talking of going on a strike in case the re- 
ceivers insist on the new schedule. Whether 
there will be a strike or not neither the receiv- 
ers nor the court can tell. 

Therefore the latter, as a precautionary 
measure and to prevent as far as possible 
certain unpleasant accompaniments of a 
strike, has issued an order telling the em- 
ployés—what? Not that they must not strike, 
not that they must not leave the employ of 
the road and keep on working, no matter what 
the wages are, but that they must not disable 
or render unfit for use any of the engines or 
other property of the road or interfere with 
that property; that they must no interfere by 
force, threats, or otherwise with men who 
choose to remain in the service of the road, 
or with new men who may be employed; and 
that they must not obstruct the operation of 
the road, or inconvenience or delay passen- 
gers, freight, or mails which are being trans- 
ported over it. 

If the commission of these acts is looked on 
asa part of a strike, then to that extent this 
order is one enjoining a strike; otherwise not. 
Do the railroad employés think that when 
they go on a strike they have a right to resort 
to intimidation and obstruction? If so the 
order was atimely one. It was better to noti- 
fy the men working on the road before they 
exercised their unquestioned right of leaving 
its service because the wages did not suit 
them that that right did not carry with it the 
right to prevent the hiring of other men to 
take their places and to interfere with the 
operation of the road. It was better to give 
them fair notice so that they cannot plead 
ignorance if they commit any unlawful acts 
and are called to answer for them. 

This order forces no man to remain in the 
employ of the Northern Pacific. Every one 
of them can give notice today of his intention 
to quit when the new wage scale goes into 
force, and no court will molest him. If that 
alone constitutes a strike then the court has 
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fined by the employés, means not only leav. 
ing the service of the road themselves but 
preventing others taking the vacant places, so 
as to foree. the road to give them what they 
demand, then this last, illegal feature of a 
strike, is forbidden, and the employés will do 
well to heed the court’s words of warning. 


. STEAD’S IMPERTINENCE. 

It is high time Mr. Stead should be made to 
understand that his services in the matter of 
the unemployed are needed no longer in this 
city, and that it will be a relief from a personal 
and a benefit from a general point of view 
when he. shakes Chicago dust off his feet and 
turns his face toward new fields for his pecul- 
iar style of introducing reforms. He has 
made himself offensive by his supereilious and 
insulting eritieisms of men and women who 
are laboring hard to ameliorate the condition 
of affairs and who are competent to relieve 
the situation without any of the gratuitous as- 
sistance of Mr. Stead. So far as appears 
from the public utterances of this professional 
reformer his prinoipal concern is for the un- 
savory female population of the levee who do 
not stand particularly in need of help. Busi- 
ness on the levee is always thriving. While un- 
questionably there is need of reforms there 
and much squalor and filth and poverty which 
it would be for the advantage of the city to re- 
move as far as possible, the burning issue of 
the day is to relieve honest and deserving poor 
and to provide work for the unemployed. 
This is what the Central Relief committee 
and the organization of women’s clubs is 
striving to accomplish, and it can do it with- 
outany impertinent suggestions or insulting 
criticisms from Mr. Stead. The Central com- 
mittee already has made its plans for relief in 
a simple, systematic, business-like way. It 
has arranged matters so as to ascertain who 
are deserving and who are undeserving of 
help. It is providing the funds with which to 
pay for work. It has served notice upon 
tramps and professional vagrants that they 
will not be assisted, and the police force is co- 
operating so successfully that already these 
classes are leaving the city and others 
of their kind who were attracted hither by the 
original indiscriminate system of relief are 
now giving the city a wide berth. The large- 
hearted, gerierous people who are working on 
this problem do not need any help from out- 
siders. Least of all do they need the counsels 
of a man like Stead. He came here unsolicit- 
ed and has meddled with this business in a 
gratuitous, offensive, and impertinent, if not 
insulting, manner, He may be the best man 
in the world. His motives may be of the 
best, but his methods and his intemperate 
gabble do not commend him to Chicago. It 
is prokable there may be other fields of effort 
in which he might be eminently useful, and 
Tue Trirpuxe would suggest that London just 
now is white with the harvest. It is possible 
Mr. Stead’s methods would be appreciated 
there, as the English are more familiar with 
them. In any event he is not needed here, 
and any further intermeddling with relief 
work on his part should be resented as a gross 
impertinence and a dangerous hindrance. 
The Stead system is not welcome here. Chi- 
cago can take care of its poor without any 
suggestions from him. 


WORKMEN WITH A GRIEVANCE. 

In his speech made at Philadelphia a few 
days ago ex-President Harrison referred to 
the sad and dangerous fact . thatthe 
laboring man is taught to regard his employ- 
erashis antagonist, too often as an enemy.” 
He did not state the case too strongly. He 
might have said that the great majority of 
those workers who listen to labor agitators 
are superior to their self-constituted teachers 
if they do not regard the employer as a com- 
mon enemy who is all the time trying to de- 
prive them of their just dues, and therefore 
not deserving of respect. Most of the fellows 
who pose as labor agitators in leagues or 
lodges have taught their audiences that em- 
ployers are beings to be hated and treated as 
oppressors and enemies, having no rights the 
toilers are bound in honor to respect. They 
preaeh that capital in the hands of the em- 
ployer is of no value to the workers and that 
in accepting pay for their labor the latter are 
‘* wage slaves who are not paid one-half or a 
quarter as much as their labor is worth.“ The 
result of all this is that great numbers of men 
are paid for work they do not perform, as 
they think they are justified in shirking and 
‘‘ sojering,” and then denouncing their em- 
ployer as a slave-driving robber. 

Ignorance is the cause of most of the ills 
of city life. That evil, and its offspring, 
prejudice, are the two great authors of the 
conditions tersely referred to by Mr. Har- 
rison as sad and dangerous. Until they can 
be eradicated the world will continue to be an 
unhappy one, and misery will afflict the masses 
of mankind. Ignorance leads to erroneous 
beliefs and conceptions, to false views of the 
relations of capital and labor, to complete 
misapprehension of the elements in the in- 
dustrial problem, and distorted ideas in regard 
to the function of the employing class. Preju- 
dice subverts truth and prepossesses the ignor- 
ant mind with false opinions of others, thus 
closing the mental eye to the perception of 
self-evident truths and inciting to wrongful 
actions which work mischievous consequences 
to the doer as well as to those whom it was 
intended to injure. Yet these two misery- 
causing influences are those which are de- 
pended on by partisan demagogues and selfish 
walking delegates to fasten their power on the 
masses of the working people. They count 
on ignorance of facts and principles to 
prevent the exposure of their sophis- 
tries and the detection of their false- 
hoods. They unoiushingly state as facts 
the most outrageous lies, and then 
pretend to reason from those up (or down) 
to concfusions which are as utterly vile as 
they are misleading. Their claims that the 
worker does not get his due share are based 
on the erroneous assumption that the material 
on which he works has cost nothing to the 
employer and an entire ignoring of other ele- 
ments that enter into the cost of production. 
In assuming that the employer could pay 
higher wages if he would they leave out of the 
count the fact that the products have to be 
sold in competition with others, and in point- 
ing to the éxceptional accumulations of a few 
as proof thatthe employer takes more than 
his fair share they are no more logical than 


would be the individual who should cite the 


example of one or two men to prove that 
every one may get rich by gambling or specu- 
lation. 

Ignorance and prejudice among the pro- 
letariat, run by walking lelegates and spoils- 
seeking demagogues, have changed the ad- 
ministration and industrial policy of the 
country to the undoing of the members of the 
federated labor leagues. They have caused 
hundreds of thousands of the toilers to be 
thrown out of employment and the wage 
compensation of others to be reduced, and 
given us a prospect of relatively hard times 
for years to come. These same deadly 
enemies of the worker have put Chicago 
under the domination ofa Tammany machine 
spoils boss, which will cost the city dearly be- 
fore he is unhorsed and his spoils machine 
smashed, and these same evils prevent the 
poor victims of theirown folly from seeing 
the rock on which they have split. They do 
not understand that, metaphorically speak- 
ing, they have cut their own throats and now 
are hugging to their own bosoms the knife 
with which the wound was inflicted. The 


teiling classes of the cities have used the 
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political privileges accorded to immigrants 


to their own undoing and that of the country 
which these immigrants have chosen for their 


home, and all this practically at the bidding 


of the political demagogues and walking dele- 
gates of the trades’ unions, who would soon 
have to work for a living but for the lack of 
knowledge among their hearers which en- 
ables these enemies of their race to induce 
distorted conceptions and excite unnatural 
prejudices in the minds of the toilers. 


ARE THEY SWiNDLING THE POOR? 

If certain statements in Tue Trrevunz of 
yesterday be correct somebody in authority 
at the work on the drainage canal deserves to 
be sent to the penitentiary. It is alleged in 
substance that men have been hired at agen- 
cies in this city, required to pay an advance 
fee of $2 each for commissions and cost of 
transportation, employed for u day or two, 
and then discharged to make room for others 
hired on similar terms, to be put through the 
same swindling process. It was plainly 
evident that the contractors as well as the 
agents were more anxious to obtain the office 
fee than they were to obtain the labor of the 
men they handled, and the motive for this 
is inferred to lie in the fact the agent re- 
ceived 50 cents, while transportation to the 
placeof working was furnished by the Chicago 
and Alton railroad at eight cents a head. 

This arrangement left $1.42 to be pocketed 
by somebody for each person employed un- 
der it. Who got the money is not stated. It 
is hard to believe that the responsible con- 
tractors could stoop to such villainy, and it is 
a grave charge to make against a foreman if 
not true. But such a grab must have been 
made by some one able to dictate that these 
or those men should be set to work,if the 
grab were made atall. The heartlessness of 
the pinch on these poor men was all the 
greater as they were sent by dozens almost 
daily to the scene of operations, though men 
anxious to work were so plentiful that they 
hardly could be driven away. There appears 
to have been a constant stream of poor dupes, 
each of whom paid his $2 for permission to 
work, was allowed to toil for a day or two, and 
then discharged to make room for othe 
dupes. 3 , 

It is fair to give to the contractors and their 
agents the benefit of the statement that a con- 
siderable proportion of those who apply for 
work on the canal may be ignorant of the 
amount of physical exertion required, and un- 
able ta undergo it when put to the trial. Of 
course if such men prove to be not worth 
their salt, it is not to be expected that em- 
ployers are willing to pay thein wages after 
discovering the fact. But it is hard to believe 
that this has been the sole cause of the numer 
ous discharges complained of, when there was 
a standing inducement of $1.42 per head to 
hire new men with no reference to the rights 
or sufferings of those who had paid the $2 in 
the expectation that thereby they secured a 
job to last them through the winter. 

The merits of the case ought to be investi- 
gated in justice to a common humanity... It 
should be ascertained if any persons con- 
nected with the work on the drainage channel 
systematically have been robbing the poor by 


| pinching out of applicants for employment 
nearly a dollar and a half per head under the 
|, false pretense of finding work for them, when 


the intention was to ship them as soon as 
possible to give place for others. This would 
be the worst kind of a “confidence game,” 
because practiced upon those least able to 
bear the extortion and having no means of 
discovering in advance that they were to be 
imposed upon, When it is remembered that 
in many cases the $2 thus paid to the agent 
was all the money the applicant possessed, 
and in not a few meant so much less to be ex- 
pended on food for a suffering wife and fam- 
ily, the enormity of such a systematic steal is 
so great that even an angel might weep over 
it. If the contractors for the work be inno- 
cent of the fraud and ignorant of its existence 
until now, they owe it to themselves and the 
people who are taxed to pay for the work to 
make a thorough éxamination of the business, 
and hold up to public execration any sub- 
ordinate who may be proved to have been en- 
gaged in it. They cannot afford to let the 
charge pass by unheeded or without receiv- 
ing a full investigation.

GOV. MITCHELL * THE PRIZE-FIGHT- 
8. 

It is not always safe to assume that a South- 
ern Governor is in earnest when he takes a 
bold stand in the interests of public morality. 
Several Southern Governors have talked loud 
and long against mob law, for instance, but 
lynch ngs continue in that section and the first 
white lyncher has yet to be arrested and pun- 
ished, Gov. Mitchell of Florida, however, 
appears to be 1n earnest when he says he will 
exhaust every agency at his command to pre- 
vent the fight between Corbett and Mitchell 
from taking place within the limits cof his 
State. He has refused to grant a charter to 
the athletic club under whose auspices it is 
proposed the brutal business shall be con- 
ducted, and he has served notice upon all 
concerned that he will employ all legal means 
to stop the fight and punish those engaged in 
its preparations. 

The intentions of the Governor are praise- 
worthy, whether he succeeds in stopping this 
disgraceful business or not. And he does not 
propose to be divetted from his purpose by 
the flimsy plea that the encounter is only a 
boxing match, conducted on scientific princi- 
ples, Every one knows that this is humbug. 
It is a prize-fight, and as such is contrary to 
the law of the State. Whether the Governor 
will be powerful enough to vindicate the law 
remains to be seen, particularly as public 
sentiment at Jacksonville is said to be in 
favor of the fighters, because of the few dol- 
lars which will bespentin the place by the 
unsavory crowd of toughs, bullies, and brutes 
which always flocks to a contest of this kind. 
It is to be hoped, however, he will be 
successful, and that he will be able to 
drive the two priucipal brutes and all 
their pack out of the State. It will 
be something gained if Gov. Mitchell 
can save Florida from this particular dis- 
grace and it may encourage other Governors 
to follow his good example. It is time that 
something was done to check this shameful 
business, and if the so-called champions can 
be estopped it will be comparatively easy to 
break up the fights between lesser combatants 
and make them respect the law. These pro- 
fessional fighters and their imitators are be- 
coming too numerous all over the country. 
They occupy too much space in the public 
eyes. People are growing tired of reading 
about the doings of these brutes and their 
open and deliberate defiance of the law. It is 
time to let them know that the law is stronger 
than they and that it must be obeyed. It is 
time to bring to a stop these brutal exhibi- 
tions, which degrade and demorualize every 
community where they are held. There are 
certain places in the South where these fel- 
lows fancy they can go with impunity be- 
cause they believe the people have no respect 
for law. It is to be hoped Gov. Mitchell 
may convince them to the contrary so far as 
Florida at least is concerned.

PRINCESS COLONNA’S SUIT DELAYED. 
A Friend of Her Husband Gives the 
Prince's Side of the Story, 

Parts, Dec. 28.—The suit of Princess Co- 
lonna, stepdaughter of John W. Mackay, for 
a judicial separation from her husband, Prince 
Colonna, has been postponed owing to the en- 
gagement of her attorney elsewhere. 

Prince Colonna was asked this evening to 
give his side of the suit. He said he declined 
to discuss family affairs in the newspapers. 
He was willing, however, to make a statement 
denying the falsehoods which had been circu- 
lated, he said, concerning him and his friends. 
One of these friends made this statement in 
the Prince's behalf: 

The further adjustment is likely to be ad- 
journed as long as Princess Colonna’s lawyer has 
any pretext for deferring judgment. The court's 
decision is beyond question unless the bench be 
influenced by personal regard for the Mackay 
clan. [he Judges must admit that they have no 
jurisdiction. Prince Colonnais a Lieutenant in 
the Italian cavalry and Italian elector and is an 
Italian land-owner, liable to service on a jury in 
Italy. He doubtless is actionable in the Italian 
courts, but not here. The Princess having pro- 
visionally the charge of the children, whose 
guardianship really is the object of the 
litigation, is not desirous of has- 
tening the decision of the French 
court, The case could be tried properly in Na- 
pies, where the tribunal certainly would refuse 
to deprive a Prince, highly esteemed in his own 
country, of the natural guardianship of his chil- 
dren in favor a mother who is foreign-born. This 
would be true, and especially in view of the press 
campaign which has been undertaken against the 
Prince and does not stop short even of defaming 
his character. The attacks made by the press 
have aroused bitter feelings in the official circles 
of Italy against the Mackays. 

As to the assertion that the Mackays paid the 
Prince's gambling debts and that the Prince sold 
his wife's wedding presents to pay his living ex 
penses, I can say that Mr. Mackay never paid a 
single centime of the Prince's debts. The Prince 
would not have permitted it. His wife took away 
with her the wedding presents, together 
with her other possessions. She,  hav- 
ing an estate, received allowances from 
her stepfather. The Prince Colonna has 
proof that she drew the money from the bank and 
spentor invested it entirely by herself. The 
Prince sold from the Paris residence only his 
furniture, which he no longer needed, as he was 
about to return to his ancestral palace in Na- 
ples. His personal estate is regarded as suffi- 
cient to cover his personal expenditures. He in- 
herited a large amount of property. The legend 
that he is addicted to gambling is entirely un- 
founded. 

Prince Colonna’s friend then rehearsed the 
Prince’s grievances against Mrs. Mackay, 
whom the Prince evidently considers respon- 
sible for his marital unhappiness. He says 
the Prince quarreled frequently with his 
mother-in-law and evidently forbade her to 
cross his threshold. After alluding to a 
quarrel between the Mackays and the Colon- 
nas as to assuring the future of the chil- 
dren the Prince’s friend continued : 

Three months ago, therefore, the Prince decid- 
ed to leave Paris, where his family was living in 
great style, and return to Italy, reduce his house- 
hold expenses, and economize generally so as to 
provide for the future of his children, A second- 
ary reason for the change was that he wished to 
have his children educated in their father’s 
country and learn its language, of which they 
wero entirely ignorant at the time. The Princess 
was believed by him to be willing to follow this 
course, although she later appeared to disap- 
prove of it, and finally persuaded the Prince to 
retain a foothold at least in Paris. The 
Princess packed and sent away various articles, 
including the wedding presents. At the Prince's 
suggestion certain articles in the house were se- 
lected as souvenirs, while the rest of the fur- 
niture was to be sold. They even discussed the 
details of establishing their household in Naples. 
The Prince, not suspecting the trnth, went out 
walking one afternoon, and when he returned for 
dinner was astonished to find his wife and chil- 
dren had vanished. On the writing table there 
wis a note from the Princess saying she had 
lodged a demand with the courts for a separa- 
tion. 

Wine a Drut on the French Market. 


The wine growers in the South of France 
are so overglutted with their produce that 
they offer wine at one penny a quart, but fail 
to obtain that price. The splendid vintage 
has made wine a drugin the market. Three 
thousand wine growers in the Montpellier dis- 
trict are preparing a protest against mer- 
chants supplying the wine shops of Paris with 
manufactured wines when the genuine article 
is so cheap.

WEAKNESS OF ENGLAND’S WARSHIPS. 


An Officer of the Kesolution Tells of Its 
Experience ina Storm, 
Lowpon, Dec. 28.—The Times prints a let- 
ter written by an officer on board the British 
battleship Resolution, describing the terrible 
experiences of that vessel in the Bay of Bis- 
cay. The officer says he never before went 
through such a terrifying time. The Resolu- 
tion, even in moderate weather, rolled 45° 
each way directly it entered the Bay of Bis- 
cay. He says: 
We steamed slowly, keeping head to sea, know- 
ing full well that any deviation of the helm would 
break down the engines and we should breach to 
and capsize. The engine-room had five feet of 
water in it, and we ran the chance of the 
fires being quenched. Everything was closed 
except one small hatehway amidships, 
which was well protected, and throngh this for 
sighteen hours 700 people had to go, The at- 
mosphere below became filthy and poisonons.

BUSINESS-MEN SET A MARK FOR 
TRADE SUBSCRIPTIONS HIGH. 


Real-Estate Men Will Endeavor to Raise 
$10,000, While One Day’s Work Brings 
$2,000 from Coal Men- col. Rend Says 
Drainage District Should Employ Men 
DirectAblebodied Men Who Will Not 
Work for Meals and Lodging De- 
mand for Relief for Families and Clerks. 


The work of raising the large sum of money 
by the Central Relief Association is getting 
well under way. Representative real-estate 
dealers met yesterday and decided to make 
an effort to raise $10,000. At the meeting 
were Messrs. Kerfoot, Cairnduff, Bond, and 
Cummings. The wholesale jewelers will meet 
at the Palmer House at 3 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon, and the retail druggists will meet 


this afternoon at the Sherman House. W. P. 


Rend and George Merryweather, representing 
the coal trade, spent all day yesterday in so- 
liciting subscriptions from dealers.

They form aclass of men who could 
not be. asked to do street work for bread. 
Such employment in the first place would ruin 
their clothing and unfit them for securing the 
positions they are capable of filling. It might 
not be a bad idea to make arrangements that 
this class of unemployed * ht secure relief 
through correspondence, t eir, communica- 
tions being regarded as private.“ 

At the meeting of the Executive committee 
of the Central Relief Association yesterday it 
was reported that more of the relief organiza- 
tions for feedmg able-bodied men without 
charge were adopting the committee’s rules, 
The Merchants’ Exchange restaurant, No. 
178 Quincy street, and the institution at No. 
66 Pacific avenue, operating under the au 
spices of the women of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, were reported as having posted 
up the usual notices to the effect that able- 
bodied then would no longer be fed or shel- 
tered unless they gave an equivalent in work. 
Ample accommodations exist at the Lakeside 
Kitchen at the foot of Randolph street to feed 
three times the number of able-bodied men 
who at the present time are applying for work 
on the terms laid down. There seems to be 
no call for the feeding of this class free of 
charge at other points and without giving an 
equivalent in labor. 

The arrangements with the lodging-hduse 
keepers for the sleeping accommodations are 
also more than ample. The managers of the 
Kirkland soup kitchen at No. 105 South Des- 
ae street reported that they fed 460 men 

uesday morning, who expressed a willing- 
ness to work, but no man returned at night 
with tickets to show that they had worked, 
and on Wednesday morning only fifteen men 
applied for breakfast on the condition of 
working. 

The committee announced that it invites 
all institutions and individuals to adopt the 
plans outlined above, and would impress upon 
all charitably inclined persons the urgent 
need of contributions at No. 82 Market 
street. The demand for provisions from fam- 
ilies and women is at present considerably in 
excess of the supply.

VICTIMS ON THE CANAL ROUTE, 


Many Men Victimized by Alleged Employ- 
ment Agencies. 


The statement circulated for the benefit of 

some employment agencies that there was a 
scarcity of labor along the Drainage Canal 
proves to be false. The employment agen- 
cies, it is alleged, demand a fee and then send 
the men to Summit or Lemont, where they 
work fora day or two and are discharged. 
Some do not even get a chance to work 
‘enough to get car-fare back to the city. The 
canal is supplied with as many men as are 
needed at present. At Lemont many men 
are now out of work. As these are heads of 
families and good workmen they will be called 
upon first in case help is needed. To these 
were added yesterday several hundred em- 
ployés of the Western Stone company, who 
were paid off and discharged. Conditions are 
practically the same at Summit, Romeo, Sag, 
and all along the canal from Bridgeport to 
Joliet. 
O The overflow of three camps has come to 
Chicago hoping to enjoy free meals and lodg- 
ing. In spite of this new men are continual- 
ly being sent to the camps by the city em- 
ployment burea It is alleged that several 
of the contractofs are divid: the spoils. 
The men get 10 to 15 cents an hour. Board 
costs $4 a week. For a hospital fund 50 
cents a month is deducted from all pay and 
is 8 out of the first wages received, wheth- 
er for a day or a month. After a few day 8, the 
charge is made, this new employé is dis- 
charged and is given a time check not due 
until payrday, which 2 — be several days 
off. The time check often goes into a saloon 
for 20 or 30 cents on the dollar and the la- 
borer promised a job at 81.50 a day for all 
winter starts for Chicago. several dollars 
poorer. 

The same thing goes on day after day. An 
Alton road passenger conductor says that 
from 20 to 30 laboringmen, mostly foreign- 
ers, go down to canal towns every morning. 
A few days later they are seen returning to the 
city. 


SUGGEST AN EXTRA SESSION, 


Relief Committeemen Say the State Should

This Amount Will Be Turned Back Into 
the state’s Strong-Box by the Men Who 
Managed the Exposition Display- 
Trouble Over the Sale of the Big Build- 
ing=There Are 23,654 Cases of Foreign 
Exhibits at the Fair Grounds Yet to Be 


Shipped. 

The Illinois Board of World’s Fair Com- 
missioners is going to quit the show business 
with a surplus of $85,000 in the strong box 
to be returned into the State Treasury. This 
is an unusual record and the members of the 
board who met yesterday were congratulating 
themselves on the outcome of their work. 
When the board was organized about 
three years ago it was gvien an appro- 
priation of $680,000. Subsequently enough 
was diverted to State organizations leaving the 
board $608,000. It spent $209,000 of this 
amount for the big State Building and a lit- 
tle over $300,000 in securing the exhibits 
and managing the displays. Chairman John 
D. Virgin of the Finance committee was 
specially pleased with the record made. 

At 12 o’clock yesterday in the Illinois State 
Building sealed bids were opened for the sale 
and removal of the building. There were six 
proposals. The best terms were made by A. 
M. Harris, who offered to remove the build- 
ing, clear up the premises, and give a bonus 
of $650 to the State Commissioners. He 
asked the salvage for his remuneration, and 
offered bond for the proper conduct of the 
work, 

L. Benjamin of the Globe Wreckage and 
Sa lyage company, who had bid $575 on the 
same terms, raised a protest against the pro- 
posal of Harris. He told the Commissioners 
loudly that it was a “straw bid.“ He said 
Harris was only a clerk of the Chicago House 
Wrecking company, which had bid at $400. 
They took this advantage to beat the next 
highest offer, he claimed, without any inten- 
tion of holding to the $650 bid in case $400 
er the second highest. As he explained, 

arris would retire in that event and let his 


company take it for $400. 

The dispute waxed hot. Finally the Com- 
missioners agreed to postpone the award un- 
til 7 o’clock in the evening, when they met at 
the Sherman House and rejected all bids. New 
proposals will be asked for to be opened Jan. 
18. In case these are not satisfactory they 
will be rejected, and the building be sold at 
public auction. One bidder yesterday wanted 
the board to give him the building and a 
bonus of $2,000 for taking it away.

DECISION AGAINET THE UMAHA AND 
OOUNOIL BLUFFS MOTOR OOMPANY. 


Controversy Extending Over Three Years 
Finally Made a Direct Issue and Won 
by the People Bitter Fight May Ensue 
Before the Corporation Yields=Minne- 
apolis Church Sued by an Insurance 
Company to Recover a Loan- General 
News from the Northwest. 


Councu. Burrs, Ia., Dec. 28.—[Special.]— 
The controversy between this city and citizens 
and the Omaha and Council Bluffs Motor 
cum pany. covering a period of three years, has 
ended in a victory for the people. The com- 
pany secured a franchise from the city seven 
years ago and constructed the line, the city 
donating $50,000 towards the bridge over the 
Missouri. One of the conditions was that the 
company should pay for the paving between 
its rails. After securing the franchise, 
the lowa corporation leased to a Ne- 
braska corporation .composed of the same 
parties, and the money donated by the city 
towards the bridge was used to purchase the 
franchise of the old street railway. 

With these in their possession the company 

refused to pay for the paving, claiming it was 
operating under the old street-car franchise, 
which had twenty years to run. The com- 
pany used Avenue A for three miles, tak- 
ing earth from the street to build its embank- 
ment so that the street was impassable. When 
the paving bonds became due the city was 
compelled to borrow $60,000 to meet the 
payment due for the paving the Motor com- 
pany should have paid. The company re- 
sisted every move to collect the tax, and 
tinally the question was made on issue in the 
city campaign, and last March a 
Council was selected pledged to 
collect the tax and reduce the 
fare to five cents. Numerous conferences 
were held with the company officials, but 
nothing came of the meetings. Finally the 
Council ordered quo wurranto proceedings to 
be commenced. his case was submitted last 
August, Since then the citizens took up the 
movement and organized ward clubs, pledged 
to support nocandidate who did not favor 
bitter war against the company. A three-cent 
fare ordinance was pussed, with heavy penalty 
for violation, and on a given day a committee 
of fifty boarded various cars, only to be put 
off by conductors. Then followed damage 
suits amounting to 540.000. 
This forenoon Judge McGee of the Superior 
Court handed down his opinion declaring the 
leases to the Nebraska corporation were void; 
that the Nebraska corporation had no right to 
the use of the streets, and that the franchise 
granted the Iowa corporation wus forfeited 
because the conditions were not complied 
with, and concluded with a writ of ouster. 
The news quickly spread and crowds gathered 
at the Court-House and cheered the court. 
Judge McGee announced he would agree 
upon trustees to take possession of property 
in a few days. The property is valued at 
$1, 500, 000, 

The Motor officials visited the city from 
Omaha this afternoon. They were“ surprised 
at the decision and asked for time. The Coun- 
cil stated they must come to time by the mid- 
die of next week or the war would be contin- 
ued. Tonight John T. Stewart. President of 
the road, stated he intended advising that the 
cars can be run into the barn and held there. 
Citizens declare if this method is pursued that 
the tracks of the company will be torn up. 

Tonight the Executive committee of the 
Five Cent Fare clubs” issued a manifesto 
which closes as follows: ‘** Your committee 
recommend the organization to continue the 
work and they invoke every legal power to 
coerce the company. The time for conference 
has passed. The time for war is here.“ 


CHURCH SUED TO RECOVER A LOAN, 


Northwestern Mutual Insurance Company 
Seeks to Recover Its Monev. 

Mixx NOS. Minn., Dec. 28.—[Special.]— 
The Church of St. Clotilde and a number of 
bondsmen have been sued by the Northwest- 
ern Mutual Insurance company of Milwaukee 
to recover $16.000 loaned the church and se- 
cured by a mortgage on the property, which is 
located in Jewett’s and Gale’s additions. 

At a meeting of the Associated Charities it 
was stated that about $500,000 was yearly 
loaned to the poor and working people on 
chattel mortgages at a ruinous rate of interest 
and exorbitant commissions. L. G. Powers, 
George D. Holt, and the Rev. M. F. Gjersen 
were appointed a committee to investigate 
the matter. 

The total bank clearings of Minneapolis for 
the year 1893, those for tomorrow and Satur- 
day being estimated, are $332,505.822. It 
falls short by $105,547,704 of equaling the 
clearings forthe preceding year, when the 
totals were $438.053,526. 

St. Paul has not yet abandoned hope of 
getting into the Western Baseball Associa- 
tion. Its latest plan is to endeavor to secure 
the Detroit franchise held by Mr. Vander- 
beck. He is to visit St. Paul ina day or so, 
and the sports. are going to make him all 
sorts of offers to have him throw up Detroit 
and place his team in St. Paul. 

The Labor Commissioner is busy securing 
evidence for the prosecution of the street rail- 
way officials under the personal liberty law. 
This morning a large number of the em- 
ployés let out during the recent trouble 
called at the office of the Commissioner and 
volunteered to give testimony. The case will 
undoubtedly be brought into court soon.

NO TRUTH IN CHARGES OF FRAUD, 


Register at the Perry Land Offices Says 
the Indictments Are Absurd. 

Mitwavukger, Wis., Dec. 28.— [Special. — 
James Malone, the indicted Register of the 
United States Land office at Perry, Ok., 
came to Milwaukee today from his home at 
Juneau, Wis. Mr. Malone is on a leave of 
absence until Jan. 12. Speaking of the in- 
dictment against him Mr. Malone said: 

The indictments were the result of ridiculous 
proceedings. The members of the grand jury 
were not even selected in the regular and legal 
manner. The indictments are the flimsiest of 
documents. They state that I defrauded the 
United States Government because I signed 
certificates Jgiving possession of certain lands 
to three men who have stated they 
did not receive possession of the land. Now they 
might just as well have indicted me 4,700 times 
more, for in the rush down there it was simply 
impossible for us to know whether or not the men 
who applied for land were the people they repre- 
sented — to bo. Out of the 5.000 people 
who received papers similar to those t 
didn’t know personally more than ten. All had 
to take oath as to theiridentity, and if they swore 
falsely they are the ones who should be indicted 
and not I. I never received one cent from any of 
these fellows, nor did I profit in any way.

JURY AOQUITS HER OF THE OHARGE 
OF POISONING THE KOESTERS. 


She Faints in the Indianapolis Court Room 
When the Verdict Is Announced and 
Does Not Revive Until Taken Home 
Four Jurymen First Voted Her Guilty 
City Officials at Cedar Rapids, Ia., Win 


‘ 
in the Disputed Tax Levy Case- Their 


Acta Declared Valid. 


Inp1aNapouis, Ind., Dec. 28.—[Special.]— 
Anna Wagner is acquitted of the poisoning 
of the Koesters family, and another ex- 
traordinary murder case goes into the records 
of Marion County enveloped in mystery. The 
verdict was returned in court at 11:45 
o’clock this morning after the jury had been 
out eighteen hours. Judge Cox, the attorneys 
in the case, and the general public expected 
a speedy finding when court adjourned at 
6 o'clock yesterday. None who had 
followed the evidence believed the prosecu- 
tion had established the fantastic theory on 
which it depended for conviction, and none 
could see any reason why the jury should be 
long in coming to an agreement. The first 


ballot taken shortly after the jury retired, 


however, showed only eight for acquittal, four 
for conviction. Three hours later another 
ballot resulted ten totwo. The remaining 
fifteen hours elapsing before the verdict came 
was employed in an attempt to pursuade the 
two obdurate jurymen that their posi- 
tion was wrong. The sticking point was 
the evidence of - Druggist Borst. who 
positively identified the prisoner as the woman 
who purchased a boxof poison Monday prior 


to the death of the old lady. Clara Koesters. 


The questicn was a point of veracity between 
the druggist and Mrs. Wetkowski, who said 
she was the woman in a blue dress who 
bought the poison. Thirteen ballots were 
taken before the last two jurors were finally 
won over. 


Scene in the Court-Room. 


The scene in the court-room attending the 
reading of the verdict was sensational and for 
a time promised a tragic denoument. Miss 
Wagner, who had shown a tendency to heart 
failure when she fell unconscious following 
her two days’ ordeal on the witness stand, was 
unable to bear the strain longer. She went 
into violent hysterics and then sprang from 
her chair and fell prone on the floor in a dead 
faint at the feet of the front row of the jury. 


‘She had been led to believe last night that the 


result would be known in a few hours at the 
longest, When her brcether-in-law went to the 
jail at 11 o’clock to notify her of the 
adjournment of court and that it would be 
necessary for her to remain another night in 
jail she feared the worst. All night she walked 
her cell or read her Bible. which had been 
her constant solace through six months of 
confinement. Not once did she lie down 
for sleep, and when brought into court to 
hear the verdict looked the picture of despair. 
Her eyes were swollen and red with weeping. 
As the clerk read, We, the jury, tind the de- 
fendant not guilty,” etc., she threw her hands 
to her face and burst forth not only in sobs 
but agonizing screains, whose shrill notes 
were hear above the roar of 
mingled applause and yells of the 
spectators,who climbed on the seats and made 
other violent demonstrations. Thinking her 
limited understanding of English had caused 
her to mistake the reading of the verdict, her 
brother-in-law bent over her shouting.“ You’re 
free, Anna, free; don’t you understand?’ It 
was then the wrought up creature sprang 
from him and fell to the floor, giving a last 
wild yeli that will be remembered for days by 
those who heard it. 


Other Cases Dismissed, 


Notwithstanding all the restoratives applied 
she remained unconscio Prosecutor 
Holtzman signified his willingness to nolle 
pros. the remaining cases against her those 
both of poisoning the aged Franz Koesters and 
the little girl Mamie—and the court pro- 
nounced her free, but the woman still lay on 
the floor. The jury was discharged and the 
court-room cleared, Attorney Spaan effusively 
thanking everybody, while a number of 
women and two doctors worked with the un- 
conscious young woman. It was thirty min- 
utes before a carriage was called to convey 
her to the home of the Bergmanns. She was 
carried from the building and laid on a 
stretcher,on the sidewalk before there were any 
signs of a revival. She opened her eyes 
and stared wildly before being helped into the 
conveyance, Then apparently without realiz- 
ing her surroundings she said in ,German: 
„Where is Mamie, my love Mamie,“ meaning 
the little Koesters girl of whom she was sO 
fond and one of her alleged victims. An hour 
later at the home of the Bergmanns she was 
said to be entirely recovered, but had been 
put to bed for rest, while the parlor was full 
of happy-faced people. and a number of wine 
bottles and glasses on the table showed that 
they were celebrating her good fortune. 

The charge against Anna was the murder 
by poison of five members of Charles Koes- 
ters’ family, the alleged motive being a desire 
to marry Koesters. 


VICTORY FOR THE CITY OFFICIALS, 


Their Acts in the Tax Levy at Cedar 
Rapids, Ia., Declared Justifiable. 

Crpark Raptps, Ia., Dec. 28.—[Special.]— 
The bitter fight against the assessment of all 
real and personal property in the city upon a 
full cash basis for taxation purposes was 
brought to an end this afternoon when Judge 
Griffin in chambers dissolved the temporary 
injunction, granted Dec. 1, restraining the 
Mayor and City Council from adopting the 
new assessment or making a levy upon it for 
the taxes of 1893. In rendering his decision 
Judge Griffin said: 

When the injunction was granted the thought 
of the petition was that the City Council was 
about to make a tax levy without an assessment 
roll. Facts have been developed by testimony 
that there was an assessment roll. It has been 
contended, however, that on account of certain 
things it was an illegal assessment roll. It is 
true it was not complete by the time provided by 
the ordinance of the city, but the Supreme Court 
of Iowa has decided that unless there is a limit 
absolutely that prohibits the doing of acts 
where an officer is required to act for 
the people after a certain date the 
doing of it afterwards is not without 
authority and justification ; that it is simply an 
irregularity, and that the statute in that case is 
simply directory. This ordinance is of the same 
force as the statute, and would be construed in 
the same way—as directory. So far as the Coun- 
cil is concerned and so far as a levy of the tax 
itself, that having been made upon an assessment 
that appears to be = good « one, there is nothing to 
continue in force and the injunction will be dis- 
solved as to the assessment made to the Council 
and the levy. 

The amended petition of the contestants, 
which was made to conform with the evi- 
dence introduced, and which claimed the as- 
sessment was illegally made, was admitted, 
and this matter will be decided at the final 
hearing before the regular session of the Dis- 
trict Court. This decision is a sweeping vic- 
tory for the — Fg government, and prac- 
tically disposes of the contempt cases against 
the Mayor, Assessor, and Qity Council. 


CORONER SAYS WILLIS IS GUILTY, 


End of the Investigation Into the Murder 
of W. C. Hultz. 

Suttivay, Ind., Dec. 28.—[{Special.]—The 
coroner has decided that W. C. Hultz was 
murdered by L. H. Willis. The investigation 
lasted five days and all the evidence was cir- 
cumstantial. The coat was identified as be- 
longing to Willis. The rubber boots found 
on Willis’ back porch fit the assassin’s tracks 

rfectly. The tracks were followed to near 

fillis’ residence. The stone that was used in 
sinking the coat and mask has been found. 
It is also said that a mdn saw Willis in the 
neighborhood of the pond on the day before 
the murder and recognized him. The gun is 
a mystery. None of the local dealers 
ever sold one like it, and so far as is known 
there is none like it in town. No one has 
been found that ever knew that Willis had 
such a gun.

Forman himself does not agree with Morri- 
son. But he believes that if the Senatorship 
goes to an Egyptian Bill Forman would make 
an excellent one. 

Morrison is waiting till Palmer's term ex- 
pires, it is said, and would like to see Ben 
Cable succeed Cullom. He likes Cable. They 
are in political alliance. As Mr. Hopkins is 
a friend of Cable and a believer in his man- 
ifest destiny,” that suits Mr. Morrison exact- 
ly and he is for all of Hopkins’ men for the 
Federal offives in Chicago. The general opin-

SAY CONTRACTS ARE FORFEITED, 


Drainage Commissioners to Relet the Ag- 
new & Co. Sections. 

According to the Drainage Canal Commis- 
sioners Agnew & Co. have lost their $3,500,- 
000 contract along the canal and the sections 
under their control, Nos, 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9, 
will be relet as soon as possible. The recom- 
mendation of the joint Committee on En- 
gineering and Finance of the board Wednes- 
day that these contracts be forfeited disposed 
of the firm and if Agnew & Co. do more work 
it will be on new contracts. Mr. Cooley said 
yesterday: 

We have been after Agnew & Co. for six months 
to hurry the work flalong as much as possible. 
Promises were made but have not been kept. It 
is evident they cannot complete the work on 
time. Not half the work has been done by that 
firm that it should have done. The sections witli 
be relet as soon as ssible. As a penalty for 
non-performance of contract 22 per cent of 
money due them has been withheld. This will 
go into the general fund with the exception of 10 
per cent to go to the contractor who excavates 
the bottom half of those sections. Other con-

Yes, that 
ends the Agnew & Uo. contract. 

Sullivan Burke, chief engineer for Agnew 
& Co., says the reason the work is behind was 
on account of delays in machinery. He 
claimed to be able to carry the work through 
before the expiration of the contract. 


Suit A gainst Drainage Trustees, 

An information was filed in the Circuit Court 
by State’s-Attorney Kern yesterday against Fred 
C. Nibbe, Frank Whittington, and Henry Ruesch, 
who form what is known as the Board of Drain- 
age Trustees of District No. 1, in the Township 
of Niles. This they have organized without 
warrant of law, the court is told, and it is asked 
to direct them to make answer by what authority 
they hold office. Frederick Scheuber, who is Mr. 
Kern's informant, says the board has filed a plat 
of the district with the Clerk of the Town of 
Niles and has levied a special assessment upon 
the property for farm drainage. Part of the dis- 
cries mapped out by she board comes within the 
municipal boundariés of the Village of Niles 
Center. There is nO agreement between the 
board and the Niles Center corporation that such 
an assessment should be levied and this action of 
the board is held to be illegal and the court is 
asked to interfere,

HUNDREDS OF OALLERS. 


City Officials, Aldermen, Politicians, Peo- 
ple Seeking Places, Friends, and a 
Small Boy with a Request for the Re- 
lease of His Dog from the Pound 
Among the Visitors—Chief Brennan 
Told the Police Force Must Be Divorced 
from Politics. 


John P. Hopkins’ first day as Mayor of Chi- 
cago was marked by the reception of visitors 
who came to offer their congratulations. Be- 
tween 11 a. m. and 4:30 p. m. he welcomed 
a host of callers in his office in the City Hall. 
There were more than 600 of them, and each 
one was cordially received.

about right.“ His answer was greeted with 
laughter by those who overheard it. 

Several times during the day the Mayor 
proved by his remarks how active an interest 
he is taking in the affairs of the city. The first 
thing he said ta Corporation Council Kraus re- 
ferred to the Northwestern L' ordinance 
passed by the Council Wednesday night. 

After shaking hands with him the Mayor 
said: Say, Kraus, I want your opinion on 
that Northwestern Elevated ordinance passed 
last night.“ . 

“You shall have it Saturday,“ said Mr. 
Kraus, 

During the afternoon Chief of Police Bren- 
nan stepped into the office. 

Now, Chief,“ said the Mayor, “I want to 
divorce the police force from politics.“ The 
Chief of Police smiled and the Mayor con- 
tinued. ** Yes, I mean just what I say. I 
promised the people to do it and I want you 
to carry it out.

Heavy Mail for the Mayor. 


The doors of the Mayor’s office were opened 
at S o'clock. At 8:40 Secretary Felix Senff 
arrived. Some 200 letters were there, all ad- 
dressed to the Mayor. Mr. Senff opened each 
letter and read it. After half an hour’s work 
the casual observer would have supposed him 
to be an * old-timer ”’ in the business. The 
letters were from all parts of the city and the 
United States. They contained congratula- 
tions and suggestions as to the best manage- 
ment of the city. A great many of the 
missives were applications for positions. The 
applicants, it appeared, ald not wish to lose 
any time, and when the secretary had exam- 
ined all he found over 100 men and women 
who were anxious to help in the administra- 
tion of the city’s affairs. 

The crowd of visitors increased, Is the 
Mayor in?“ was the question put to the secre- 
tary almost every minute. Among the earli- 
est callers were William C. Seipp and Thomas 
Brennan. They did nr0t see the Mayor, how- 
ever, and left their cards. Meanwhile two 
hours had elapsed and the Mayor had not ar- 
rived. He started from the Title and Trust 
Building, where the offices of the Chemical 
National Bank are, at 9:45 o’clock. It took 
him just an hour to get 0 the City Hall. At 
almost every step in the block he was stopped 
by citizens who persisted in shaking his hand. 

It was nearly 11 o’clock when the Mayor 
arrived. He wore a plain cutaway coat of 
dark cloth with a neat blue stripe, vest and 
trousers of the same pattern, a standing col- 
lar, black tie, and a plain gold button in his 
white shirt front. 

Prosecuting Attorney William C. Asay se- 
cured the Mayor’s attention and after a few 
whispered remarks the two went into the 
Mayor's private office, Mr. Asay came out 
inside of five minutes and Chicago's chief 
executive began to hold his first official re. 
ception. „ The public office was crowded with 
men and women, From 11:30 a. m. until 1 
p. m. the handshaking continued almost with- 
out interruption. Vhen Mayor Hopkins 
came out of his office at Iw' clock to pay a 
hurried visit to Controller Wetherell he was

More People Wait for Him. 

There were more people waiting for him in 
the outer office then when he first came in. Half 
an hour later his Honor returned. This time 
he did not go into the private office but re- 
ceived the visitors in the public room. 

The callers represented all classes of men, 
from the businéss-man to the politician, from 
the clergymafi to the saloonkeeper. Bankers 
and workingmen stood side by side waiting 
for their turn. Mayor Hopkins knew most of 
them personally. He addressed two-thirds of 
them by their given names. Hello, Tom,“ 
How are you, Steve,” Well, Harry, what 
ean I do for you?“ and so on down the line he 
went greeting each man and listening to va- 
rious requests. 

An amusing visitor was 10-year-old Willie 
Twyman, whocame from No. 4454 Went- 
worth avenue to ask the Mayor for the release 
of a * dog which the dog-catcher had 
caught Tuesday. Willie waited three hours 
patiently and finally obtained an audience.

AGAINST BOULEVARD SPECIAL TAX. 


West Side Residents Bring Injunction Pro- 
ceedings Against Park Comunissioners. 
Eliza Crane and 250 other residents of the 

West Side have commenced proceedings in 
the Circuit Court to enjoin the West Park 
Commissioners from levying the special tax 
for the maintenance of West Side boelevards, 
The court is aiso asked to restrain County 
Clerk Henry Wulff from extending the special 
tax upon the general warrants he is about to 
issue, Complainants’ contention is that if the 
levy is made it will amount to more than 
$50,000, which sum cannot be exceeded un- 
less voted upon by the people; that the legis- 
lative act authorizing the levy is unconstitu- 
tional and deficient in its terms, and that the 
method adopted in fixing the amount to be 
paid by each property-owner is illegal. A 
hearing will be had Tuesday next. The case 
is of considerable interest, as it involves. the 
question as to whether or not the general tax- 
payers shall contribute to the maintenance of 
the boulevard system. 

The bill says that these boulevards were 
improved at the expense of the complainants 
and others upon the understanding that they 
would not be further charged for the main- 
tenance ofthem. The legislative act, it is 
claimed, is unconstitutional and void upon 
the ground that, although the title ef the act 
indicates that the act itself will provide for 
the special tax for maintenance and repair, no 
provision is made in the text of the act that 
the tax when collected shall be used by the West 
Park Commissioners for that purpose. It is 
further represented that the tax would be-un- 
fair because all property, whether improved 
or unimproved, must pay 25 cents per lineal 
foot. This, it is claimed, is directly in viola- 
tion of Article9 of the Constitution, which 
provides that every person shall pay a tax in 
en to the value of his property.
